OBITUARY. 


Prof. Elwin Bruno Christoffel, of Strasburg University, 
died on March 16, aged 70 years. Dr. Christoffel was a 
noted mathematician. 

Mr. William H. Pratt, paymaster of the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Ry., died at New Brighton, Staten Island, 
on March 19, aged 53 years. 

Mr. James G. Smith, joint inventor with Stephen B. 
Stearns, of the duplex system of telegraphy, died at his 
home in New York city, on March 13, aged 63 years. 

Mr. George Yule, an inventor and manufacturer of ma- 
chinery, died at his home in Newark, N. J., on March 18. 
Mr. Yule was born in Lisle, France, of English parents, in 
1852. 

Mr. Samuel G. Fenner, a civil engineer and the super- 
intendent of the Camden & Suburban Trolley Co., of 
Camden, N. J., died at his home in that city on March 14, 
aged 65 years.

RAILWAY SIGNALING CLUB.— 
the Great Northern Hotel, Chicago, 
teresting papers were read, abstracts of both of which 
were given in our issue of March 15. The first, on ‘“‘The 
Maintenance and Inspection of Automatic Electric Block 
Signels,’’ by Mr. H. S. Balliet (Sup. of Aut. Signals, L. V. 
R. R.), brought out again the question as to whether the 
automatic signal really is as reliable in action as 
claimed, and what weight should be given to the element 
of danger due to the tendency of trainmen to disobey sig- 
nals when there is no operator to see and report such dis- 
obedience. The different systems of inspection and main- 
tenance, especially in regard to the battery cells, 
discussed. 

The second paper was on ‘‘Pipe-Connected Signals for 
Mechanical Interlocking,’’ by Mr. G. S. Pflasterer (Fore- 
man of Signals, C. & E. Ill. R. R.), in which pipe connec- 
tions were strongly recommended in preference to wire 
connections Mr. W. H. Elliott (C. M. & St. P. Ry.), 
stated that he does not use counterweights to bring pipe- 
connected signals to danger in the event of the pipe break- 
ing. He uses bolt locks to all switches, so that if the 
pipe should break, the lock would prevent any signal in- 
dication being given. The use of pipe ensures accuracy 
and certainty, always putting the arm at the same angle, 
which is a matter of particular importance where double 
spectacles are used. As to the respective importance of 
the home and distant signals, he considered the latter of 
the most importance, as it governs the speed over the 
interlocking. If it is clear, the engineman knows he has 
a clear route, but if it is at danger he must bring his 
train under control, so that even if he finds the home sig- 
nal at clear he will pass through the interlocking at re- 
duced speed.
